Then Palestine was conquered by 
Alexander the Great who brought it under Greek con- 
it was conquered later by the Romans who 
brought it into the Roman Empire. 

Hence the Jews longed to be delivered from these 
foreign powers, and thought that the Messias would 
come as a great temporal ruler to exalt their nation. 
They never dreamt that He was going to come in pov- 
‘erty, be born in a stable, and surrender His life on a 
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including the most powerful kings and emperors, 
would recognize Him as the “King of Kings.” For 
more than one thousand years the entire civilized 
world did recognize His supremacy, and all civil law 
conformed with His teachings. 


But we live in a day when the most feared civil 
ruler in the world, and the one who has thrown a 
scare into the rulers of all other nations, wants Christ 
completely dethroned and he, a professed atheist, 
wants to have His place. 

I need not tell you that Christmas has become 
chiefly a pagan feast in our own country. It is Christ’s 
birthday, but most people observe it without even 
thinking of Christ. They regard it as a civil holiday 
on which scattered relatives come together for a ret 
union and people generally remember their relatives 
and friends with gifts. 

It is fitting that gift-giving should take place on 
Christmas if the motive is to show God appreciation 
for His greatest gift to the world—His beloved Son. 

Most Christmas cards circulated have no relation 
to Christ’s birthday. They are winter scenes or they 
are mere cards of greeting and of well-wishing.

Gen. Mark W. Clark will be no 
stranger to Rome and to the Vati- 
can. 


The newly-named, and first, 
United States Ambassador to Vati- 
ean City, was the Commander of 

'the victorious Fifth Army that lib- 
erated the Eternal City early in 
' June, 1944. In the subsequent days

The capture of Rome from the 
Germans in 1944 presented a prob- 
lem entirely new to an American 
commander, and probably unique 
to any victorious general. It in- 
volved the liberation of a great 
capital city, within whose borders 
is a separate, independent peace- 
ful state. The territory of the 
State of Vatican City lies wholly 
within the boundaries of the City 
of Rome. 


Even before the liberation of 
Rome, it became necessary to 


work out an extensive and smooth- 


working plan to guarantee the in- 
tegrity of the State of Vatican 
City. This included the insurance 
that its water and power supply 
would not be cut off; that ingress 
and egress to Vatican City would 
be maintained; that the Vatican 
institutions located in Rome and 
enjoying extra-territoriality would 
be respected. There were scores 
of situations to be anticipated and 
even more that could not be fore- 
seen, 


In his book on the war, “Calcu- 
lated Risk,” General Clark tells 
that the late Msgr. Walter S. Car- 
roll, an American priest attached 
to the Papal Secretariate of State, 
had been “the Pope’s liaison with 
the Fifth Army” during most of 
the campaign in Italy, and helped 
to work out many of these details 
in advance. He continued to serve 
in this capacity after the Ameri- 
= troops had entered the Eternal 

ity.

Senate Must 
Confirm Clark 
As Vatican Envoy 


Washington—The White House 
on Tuesday postponed plans for 
diplomatic representation at the 
Vatican until the Senate can pass 
on the nomination of Gen. Mark 
Clark. 


Press Secretary Joseph Short 
announced that President Truman 
has decided against a recess ap- 
pointment for Clark. 


Shortly after that, in answer to 
questions, Short said there are 
no plans to set up an interim 
embassy to do business until a 
regular ambassador is confirmed. 


There was no White House sug- 
gestion that the decision was re- 
lated in any way to the wave of 
Protestant protest which started 
rising within minutes after the 
Clark nomination was sent to the 
Senate last Saturday. 


Rather, Short said, the decision | T 


was based on two considerations: 


1. Legislation is necessary to 
permit the genera] to accept the 
diplomatic assignment and_ still 
keep his Army status, which he 
does not want to give up. 


2. Clark has some work he wants 
to complete as Chief of Army 
Field Forces before undertaking 
the ambassadorial assignment. 


The Senate adjourned Saturday 
night until January 8, without act- 
ing either on the nomination itself 
or on an accompanying bill to 
cover Clark’s military status.

Washington—(NC)—The Amer- 
ican general who little over seven 
ears ago led his victorious troops 
into the Eternal City on the Tiber, 
has been nominated to return to 
Rome as “Ambassador Extraordi- 
nary and Plenipotentiary of the 
United States of America to the 
State of Vatican City,” 


He is Gen. Mark W. Clark, com- 
mander of the U. 8S. Army Field 
Forces. His nomination by Presi- 
dent Hatry 8. Truman, when con- 
firmed by the United States Sen- 
ate, will establish full diplomatic 
relations between this country 
and Vatican City—relations that 
have been dormant since 1867, 


The President took this step be- 
cause “it is in the national interest 
for the United States to maintain 
diplomatic representation at the 
Vatican,” according to a statement 
by Joseph Short, Secretary to Mr. 

ruman. 


The statement gave two reasons 
in explanation of this “National 
interest.” It said (1) “The presi- 
dent feels that the purpose of di- 
‘oye and humanitarianism will 

served by this appointment,” 
and (2) “It is well known that the 
Vatican is vigorously engaged in 
the struggle against Communism, 
Direct diplomatic relations will as- 
sist in coordinating the effort to 
combat the Communist menace,” 

As Ambassador to Vatican City, 
General Clark will join the min- 
isters of “37 other nations (which) 
have for a great many years main- 
tained at the Vatican diplomatic re-

Like many other countries, the 
United States will then maintain 
in Rome two heads of diplomatic 
missions, one of whom is accredit- 
ed to the Government of Italy and 
the other to Vatican City.

Wood crosses, such as those that 
were removed at the Hawaii cem- 
etery, are used only as a temporary 
measure, according to the Army. 
Along with wood star of David 
symbols, for Jewish dead, the wood- 
en crosses marked graves in 300 
temporary cemeteries at the end 
of the war. Remains later were 
shifted to permanent cemeteries, 
like the one at Honolulu, where 
wood crosses marked the graves un-

Michelangelo Holy 
Family Picture Is 
Found In Ireland 


Dublin —(NC)— What is reput- 
ed to be a genuine Michelangelo 
painting has been discovered in 
the National Gallery of Ireland. 
It is a picture of the Holy Family 
with St. John. 


The picture, which is in an ex- 
cellent state of preservation, was 
bought at the sale of the collection 
of the Comte de Choiseul in Paris 
in 1886, when Hery Doyle, an uncle 
of Arthur Conan Doyle, was direc- 
tor of the gallery. It was recog- 
nized as having come from the 
studio of Domenico Chirlandaio of 
Florence (1449-94), where Michel- 
angelo was a pupil. Thomas Mac- 
Greevy, director of the gallery, 
said that he had no doubt that 
work was done by the great Flor- 
entine artist. 


“T have personally no doubt as 
to the validity of the attribution 
of this picture to Michelangelo,” 
Mr. MacGreevy told Peter E. Kil- 
roy, news editor of The Standard, 
Irish Catholic weekly. “On stylistic 
grounds the attribution makes 
sense. And the disinterested schol- 
arship of Italy has pronounced in 
favor of it. What more could we 
want?”

Historic Appointment 


President Truman’s nomination 
of Gen. Mark W.-Clark is the first 
time a U. S. President has ever 
named an envoy to the Vatican 
state with full ambassadorial stat- 
us, but at the same time marks 
resumption of regular diplomatic 
relations between the two states 
which existed for 20 years between 
1847 and 1867. 


Even before the first American 
Charge d’Affaires arrived in Rome 
in 1848 to head the newly-estab- 
lished diplomatic mission to the 
Papal States, the United States 
had maintained consular repre- 
sentation in the Eternal City— 
then completely under Papal rule 
—since 1797. 

In 1854 the post of diplomatic 
representative to the Papal States 
was raised to the dignity of Min- 
ister Resident, and remained at 
that level until 1867 when the 
mission ended after Congress 
failed to appropriate funds for its 
continuance. For many _ years 
thereafter, however, Papal Con- 
suls remained in American cities 
with official recognition by the 
U. S. Department of State. 


After the outbreak of World 
War Il, President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt named Myron C. Tay- 
lor as his personal representative 
to the-Pope with the personal rank 
of Ambassador. His Holiness Pope 
Pius XIl welcomed the appoint- 
ment in his 1939 Christmas mess- 
age, calling it “a powerful contri- 
bution for the achievement of a 
just and durable peace and allevi- 
ation of the sufferings of war.” 
Mr. Taylor continued to serve as 
personal representative under 
President Truman until the former 
industrialist’s resignation in Jan- 
uary, 1950. 

Since the last Papal consular 
representative—the Consul Gener- 
al in New York—held office until 
his death in 1895, it was during 
only two relatively brief periods 
over a span of 154 years that the 
Papacy and the United States have 
not had diplomatic, consular or 


other relations. These periods

In 1945, after the end of the war in 
Europe, he toured that continent for a 
series of articles on the prospects for 
revival of civil aviation there. 

Surviving are the widow, three sons, 
three brothers and seven sisters including 
Sr. Basilide, St, Patrick’s Convent.

Friendly relations between the 
Vatican and the United States .be- 
gan in 1797, only 21 years after 
the Declaration of Independence 
was issued, when John Sartori was 
named U, S. Consul at Rome. In 
June, 1847, President Polk in a 
message to Congress recommended 
establishment of a regular diplo- 
matic mission at Rome. Despite 
congressional opposition voiced by 
a House member from Pennsy)- 
vania and a Senator from North 
Carolina, the Senate approved the 
new diplomatic post. 


In 1854 the post was raised to 
the level of Minister Resident, and 
Lewis Cass, Jr., then the Charge 
d’Affaires, assumed this title and 
held it until his retirement in 
1858. This marked the U. S. rep- 
resentative’s status until 1867, 
when Congress failed to appropri- 
ate funds for the mission’s con- 
tinuance. 


Charges were made in the U. S. 
that the Papal government had 
ordered the American Protestant 
church to be moved outside the 
walls of Rome.

Bible; so have they—Das Kapi- 
tal. Jesus Christ was our Found- 
er; theirs was Karl Marx. They 
have the Kremlin; we have the 
Vatican. We promise a blessed 
immortality in heaven; they 
promise the abundant life to pos- 
terity. Their devil is the Kulak 
on landed peasantry ; ours is evil, 
in every form. 

It is in our absolutes that we 
are in diametrical opposition. 
Ours is the Kingdom of God; 
theirs is the Kingdom of Evil. 

Passing over that first en- 
counter of Adam and Eve with 
the Devil, we see the conflict 
working throughout the pages of 
Old Testament history. The Peo- 
ple of God are rocked by tempta- 
tion and assault through thou- 
sands of years from within and 
without.

it was not by collusion because 
they were as much against one an- 
other as they were against the 
Catholic Church. 

After Luther’s revolt, Henry 
VIII wrote a book against him en- 
titled “The Seven Sacraments.” 
For that he received from the 
Pope the title “Defender of the 

aith.” He was so proud of that 
decoration that he had the initials 
“FD” stamped on all —— coins, 
and down to this day English 
silver pieces carry those initials. 


: 


But eighteen years after Henry 
VIII was honored for defending 
the faith, he created trouble for 
himself which necessitated his ex- 
communication. He demanded that 
the Pope nullify his marriage, 
which the Pope did not feel jus- 
tified in doing because it was a 
valid marriage in the eyes of God. 
Henry not my divorced this wo- 
man against his conscience, but 
had her beheaded. He went on 
then marrying four other wives 
and had most of them murdered. 


Political leaders in England then 
urged Henry VIII to declare him- 
self to be the head of the church 
in that country. He had no inten- 
tion whatsoever of urging his peo- 
ple to embrace a new faith, but 
only to sever their connection with 
Rome and acknowledge him as the 
head of the Ca Church in 
England. 


Luther had no thought of leav- 
ing the Church at the 


but also was urged by politicians 
to break with Rome. . 
Protestants have no reason to 
lorify the Reformation. Its fruits 
ave been divisions and sub-divi- 
sions to the degree that the three 
original Protestant organizations 
have grown into nearly 1,000, 

They actually disown Christ, no 
matter how loudly they may pro- 
fess Him, by repudiating His prom- 
ises to be with the one Church 
which He founded until the end of 
the world; to send to it the Holy 
Spirit to keep it in truth; to 
prevent the gates of hell from ever 
prevailing against it.

But suppose your name was very 
similar to one of the atest 
criminals of all time? 
your name sounded like that of a 
man who betrayed his best friend 
and then committed suicide? 
Saint Jude is like that; he was 
one of the Apostles, a relative of 
Jesus Christ, a martyr, and an 
author of one of the Epistles in 
the Bible. But people still confuse 
his name with that of Judas, even 
after two thousand years of his- 
tory. 

So let’s get the facts straight. 
Judas Iscariot was the chosen 
apostle who betrayed his best 
friend. The name Judas was a 
common one; Iscariot meant that 
the man was from the city of 
Kerioth. 


Jude (also called Judas) Thad- 
deus was another Apostle. In the 
epistle he wrote he calls himself 
the “Servant of Jesus Christ and 
the brother of James.” He is gen- 
erally regarded as the brother of 
James the Less. 

Jude’s epistle, the last in the 
Bible, is also the shortest. It is 
practical and to the point. He 
warned his listeners of certain 
heresies that were springing up 
even in those early days of the 
Church, and Jude told the people 
exactly what mistakes they were 
making.

Notes Anniversary

N Sunday October 28th the 

Saint Paul Guild will celebrate 
the Fiftieth Anniversary of its 
founding. The center of this cele- 
bration will be the offering of a 
Solemn Mass in St. Patrick’s Ca- 
thedra] at ten o’clock on that day 
with His Eminence, Francis Card- 
inal] Spellman, the Honorary Presi- 
dent of the Guild, presiding. 


The sermon will be delivered by 
the Most Reverend Duane G. Hunt, 
D.D., Bishop of Salt Lake City. 
The Right Reverend Thomas J. 
McMahon, D.D. will be the cele- 
brant of the Mass, and he will be 
assisted by the Reverend Henry P. 
Fisher, C.S.P. as Deacon and the 
Reverend Joseph I. Malloy, C.S.P. 
as Sub-deacon. All these officers 
of the Mass have served in past 
an as Spiritual Directors of the 

uild. 


Following the Mass, an Anniver- 
sary Luncheon will be served in 
the Starlight Roof of the Waldorf- 
Astoria. Addresses on this occasion 
will be delivered by Mrs. Henry R. 
Luce and Dr. John C. H. Wu. 

The origins of the Guild can be 
traced to the year 1901, when the 
Nationa! Catholic Converts’ League 
was founded for the purpose of 
giving spiritual, moral, and finan- 
cial assistance to converts. Those 
converts who had lost their means 
of livelihood as a result of their 
conversion were to be the special 
concern of the League. From 1901 
to 1951 financial assistance has 
been extended to former Protest- 
ant clergymen and nuns for vary- 
ing periods of time in twenty dif- 
ferent states ahd the Dominion of 
Canada. The Guild apostolate may 
be literally described as unique, 
since it is the only organization in 
the United States which is devoted 
to the work of assisting convert 
ministers and religious. 

In 1934 the League was incor- 
porated under the laws of the State 


of New York as the St. Paul Guild.

In 1945 the Directors voted to ter- 
minate the Guild’s association with 
the Book Shop, in order to concen- 
trate attention on the establish- 
a of a center for Guild activi- 
ies. 


In November of 1945 the Guild 
opened its new headquarters at 
Guild House. The new facilities 
made it possible to effect a consid- 
erable expansion of the Guild pro- 
gram, The original objectives of 
the National Catholic Converts’ 
League were retained, as the Guild 
continued to give spiritual, moral 
and financial assistance to con- 
verts. The Guild at present is also 
engaged in presenting a program 
of Catholic Adult Education con- 
sisting of frequent leeture and dis- 
cussion meetings. This program, 
formulated to appeal to lifetime 
Catholics, converts, and prospective 
converts, has the two-fold purpose 
of making the Faith intellectually 
more meaningful to those who 
possess it, and also of presenting 
the Faith to those outside the 
Church. 


In connection with the cele- 
bration of the fiftieth year of this 
unique apostolate, a special Anni- 
versary Fund is being raised for 
the purpose of making a further 
extension of the charitable and ed- 
ucational activities of the Guild. 
The National Headquarters are 
located at Guild House, 4 East 78rd 
Street, New York 21, New York. 
We feel that you and O.S.V.

The inference is always that we 
should teach people how to commit 
the dreadful sin of Onan. 


Apart from the explanation of 
diabolism, this is indeed baffling. 
If they said: “Let us spread the 
propaganda of Onan among our 
enemies and thereby reduce their 
number,” one could understand it 
as misguided patriotism, such as 
advocating germ warfare or indis- 
criminate use of the H-Bomb. 


But these people want to shut off 
births and defile consciences among 
the children of Light, the defenders 
of Goodness, allowing them to be 
outnumbered by the slaves of 
Darkness. It is indeed a devious 
and mysterious business. 

Our Faith bristles with paradox. 
Our Sovereign, the King of Kings, 
was a pauper. To live, He had first 
to die. He taught us that prayer 
rather than violence will win the 


ay. 
We shall undoubtedly see Com- 
munism vanquished, but that will 
not excuse us from terrible days 
ahead. We’re pointing towards a 
showdown between Good and Evil. 
Good will conquer. But must it 
first be crucified again?

times it is a partial stroke. What- 
ever it is, their infirmity, exposing 
them to years of charity, tends to 
kill off any traces of false pride 
that might have remained. They 
have time to say still more pray- 
ers, keep themselves in union with 
Our Lord, to do penance for the 
shortcomings of their past life. 
In a word, they are putting in their 
purgatory until Our Lord sees fit 
to call them. 

They almost always have the 
priest when they die. God sees to 
it. And the priest first absolves 
them, then gives them Holy Com- 
munion, then anoints them. 

(Extreme Unction, remember, is 
a sacrament that increases sancti- 
fying grace, gives strength against 
temptation, remits venial sins, and 
takes away the “remains” of sin 
or that weakness and indifference 
caused by original or actual sin. 
It takes away mortal sin when the 
sick person is unconscious or other- 
wise unaware that he is not pro- 
perly disposed, but has made an 
act of imperfect contrition.) 

Finally, the priest gives the 
Last Blessing, which carries with 
it a plenary indulgence at the mo- 
ment of death. With the three 
sacraments, Our Lord has extended 
the full measure of His merey to 
the dying person, and now the Holy 
Father intervenes, as it were per- 
sonally, with the power of the keys 
to unlock the gates of heaven. 

This is the fate of the good 
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At times I’m thrilled when I stand 
at the altar offering the Funeral] 
Mass for some poor soul laid out 
behind me. It may be a r old 
fellow who sat crippled with arth- 
ritis for years. Month after month 
I ‘brought him Holy Communion, 
watching helplessly as his body 
grew more twisted and bent. Then 
one day he got’ pneumonia and | 
was called in for the last rites. 


I can picture him now “in the 
ever-blooming garden” of God's 
heaven, as the prayers for the dy- 
Ing phrase it, where Our Lord 
wipes away all tears and there is 
nothing but sunshine and joy for- 
ever. Now his limbs are clean and 
straight. He has the body of a 
twenty-year-old, as he was, per- 
haps, on the day when he led his 
bride down the aisle. But now he 
is young with a perpetual youth; 
and perhaps for sheer exuberance 
he goes leaping and-bounding over 
the meadows, glad to be rid of his 
arthritic prison, testing his new 
found vitality. 

Of course, I am not following the 
correct chronology in my fancy. 
Actually, we do not recover our 
body — for good or ill — until the 
end of the world and the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. In the meantime, 
the dead are disembodied souls (all

In Utica, Ilinois —

N October 14th at 2:30 p.m. a 

bronze and granite memorial 
to Father Marquette, S.J., was un- 
veiled at St. Mary Church yard in 
Utica, Illinois. The bronze part of 
the monument is a replica of one 
in Father Marquette’s birthplace, 
Leon, France, ordéred a year ago 
by his Excellency, Archbishop 
Schlarman. 


Father Marquette entered the 
Jesuit Order at the age of seven- 
teen years. In 
1666 he was 
sent to Canada. 
From 


Governor Fron- 
tenac sent him 
on . ‘an edi- 
tion with Louis 
Joliet and five 
other French- 

men to explore 
the Mississippi River. He worked 
under many hardships converting 
the Indians. The Indians tell of 
how he said a Mass on Easter 
Sunday, 1675, on the grassy plains 
near Utica. An ancient chalice 
which the Indians of the north 
Michigan copper country believe is 
the one that was used by Father 
Marquette, when he said mass 
nearly three centuries ago, was 
used at ceremonies Sunday, Octo- 
ber 14th in Starved Rock state 
park, honoring the memory of the 
pioneer priest. 


The chalice was used in the Mass 
celebrated at ten o’clock by Bishop 
McNamara of the Joliet Diocese 
in the presence of all the bishops 
of Illinois, and Bishop Hayes of 
Davenport, Iowa. . 


Father Marquette, S.J., died near 
Luddington, Michigan, in the year 
1675 at the age of 39, Archbishop 
Schlarman said “the purpose of the 
monument is to let everybody know 
by historical truth that the church 
was active in her civilizing work 
in Illinois as early as 1675.”

The Answer is... 


| THE author of “The Split Between Roman Catholicism and Christ” is most unfair through- 


out if not utterly insincere in the charges he makes against the Catholic Church. We 
did not have room, in our answer last week, to cover the entire pamphlet, but we did note 
that he claimed that most of the powers of the Pope were based on “forged” documents, 
such as the “Decretals of Isidore,” and the “Donation of Constantine.” We noted, last week, 
that the Catholic Church repudiated the “Decretals of Isidore” long before Protestantism 


ever heard of them, and it is the 
same with the “Donation of Con- 


| stantine.” 


In the “New Catholie Diction- 

ary,” page 306, we read the follow- 
ing on the “Donation of Constan- 
ine : 
“Donation of Constantine, a 
forged document containing con- 
eessions of great privileges and 
rich possessions, supposedly made 
hy Constantine the Great to the 
Pope and the Church. In many 
manuscripts the document bears 
the title ‘Constitutum domni Con- 
stantini Imperatoris’ (Ordinances 
of Lord Constantine Emperor). It 
is divided into two parts. The first, 
entitled the ‘Confessio,’ sets forth 
how the emperor was instructed in 
the faith by Pope Sylvester I (314- 
835), baptized by him, and cured of 
leprosy. In the second part, en- 
titled ‘Donatio,’ the emperor is 
made to recognize the primacy of 
the Church, and to grant to the 
Bishop of Rome certain marks and 
insignia of honor, e.g., the tiara 
and the imperial robes. 

“In addition the emperor trans- 
fers to the Pope and his successors, 
as their property, the city of Rome 
as well as the castles, towns and 
provinces of all Italy and the West. 

“The account of the baptism, 
cure and donation are entirely leg- 
endary, the last being built up, no 
doubt, on the contributions of Con- 
stantine to the Patrimony of St. 
Peter. The origin of this document 
is much disputed. It was composed 
by an unknown author, between 
750-850, most probably in France, 
although many hold in Rome, It is 
sometimes attributed to the author 
of the False Decretals (but without 
sufficient reason), sometimes to 
some Roman ecclesiastic. Laurentis 
bry proved it to be a forgery, 

“Various opinions exist as to the 
purpose of the document. Some 
hold it was intended to support the 
claims of the Popes to secular pow- 
er in Italy; others, to exalt the 
power of the popes over the em- 
perors. Most probably it was com- 
posed to establish the legitimacy 
of the foundation of the Western 
Roman Empire against the emper- 
ors of Constantinople. At any rate 
the popes never considered this Do- 
nation as the basis of their power, 
but placed upon entirely different 
grounds the foundation of the 
paper prerogatives and the powers 
exercised by the Holy See.” 


Why Priests Don’t Marry 


Celibacy, or an unmarried priest- 
hood, is not a matter of direct, di- 
vine requirement. It is a matter of 
discipline within the Church, which 
has strong Biblical support, there- 
fore the author of “The Split” is 
not fair in his comments on the de- 
mands by Pope Gregory VII that in 
western Christendom the clergy 
must be unmarried, This was be-

“st married, except in the 
earlient days of the Church when 
a clergy were taken from among 
fonverts, all of whom had been 
either Jews or pagans, and the 
number to select from was rela- 
tively small, The interpretation he 
Elves to Paul’s words “a Bishop 
must be blameless, the husband of 


Greek Rite, may become a Bishop. 
Evidently what St. Paul meant was 
that in his day the blameless 
Bishop must not have been mar- 
ried more than once. 

Christ praised Celibacy when it 
was followed “for the Kingdom of 
Heaven sake” (Matt. 19:11-13). 


But why did the author not quote 
this text from St. Paul, especially 
relating to the clergy: “He that is 
without a wife is solicitous of the 
things that belong to the Lord, 
how he may please God. But he 
that is with a wife is solicitous for 
the things of the world, how he 
may please his wife; and he is 
divided” (1 Cor. 7:32-33). 


They‘re Not Consistent 


If Lutherans were consistent 
they would not even recognize the 
validity of the marriage of Luther, 
because in their Confirmation ser- 
vice they have the child declare 
that he will remain a Lutheran 
throughout his life, and warn him 
that he will lose his soul if he vio- 
lates that pledge. But Luther had 
made a solemn pledge to God to 
live un-married throughout his 
hfe. Only God, therefore, could 
free him from that obligation. No 
one has a right to revoke a vow 
solemnly made, and Luther’s was 
made very solemnly as the same is 
today in the Catholic Church. 

Lutherans, today, are using a 
number of ex-priests who were put 
out of the Catholic Church for the 
precise reason that they had vio- 
lated such a vow. Had Luther been 
a practicing Catholic at the time 
he married, he too would have been 
put out of the Church. 

The author of “The Split” de- 
votes considerable space also to 
“money for Masses.” The Church 
has never allowed “money for 
Masses” as a source of gain for the 
priest. In keeping with St. Paul’s 
word, “They that serve the altar; 
partake with the altar. So also the 
Lord ordained that they ‘who 
preach the gospel should live by 
the gospel.” (1 Cor. 9:13-14). 

In most Protestant organizations 
the clergy are called “preachers,” 
and they certainly get their living 
from preaching the gospel. In the 
Catholic Church the clergy are 
called “priests,” whose chief func- 
tion is to “serve at the altar.” 
Therefore if logic justifies the 
Protestant way, it justifies the 
Catholic way—and far more so— 
because, as we have remarked, the 
receipts from “serving at the al- 
tar” would never support a priest. 

The church has authorized the 
acceptance of an offering when an 
individual asks that the Mass be 
said for his or her special intention. 
But it is precisely because the 
priest does have some revenue 
from the altar that the salaries of 
the Catholic clergy are extremely 
low. We have not heard that the 


materially increased during these 
days of the high cost of living and 
of the low value of the dollar. 
Throughout most of the country 
the offering for a low Mass is only 
$1.00, and even then the priest 
must offer the Mass for the con- 
gregation without receiving an 
offering on more than eighty days 
of the year. Hence if the Bishop of 
a diocese increased the priest’s sal- 
ary by $250.00, it would compen- 
sate for the offerings for Masses. 
The offering for a High Mass is 
a little larger because the priest 
has to have an organist and a 
choir, and must divide his stipend. 
But it is ridiculous to suppose 
that the priest makes money” on 
Masses. The offering for Masses 
in many countries is ridiculously 
low, but the idea is retained be- 
cause St. Paul says that a priest 
is supposed to live from the altar. 
For instance in France the Mass 
stipend was five francs at a time 
when the franc was worth only 
four cents.

Only He Is Infallible! 


Then the author of “The Split” 
does not pretend to refute the 
teaching of the Church about 
Transubstantiation, but expresses 
his own infallibility in these words:

That is entirely out of keeping 
with the prevalent belief through- 
out alf Christendom for fifteen 
solid centuries. The early Fathers 
of the Church wrote copiously on 
the actual change of the bread and 
wine at the Mass into the body and 
blood of Christ. The texts he quotes 
from St. Paul are not apropos at 
all. In fact, if anything they cor- 
roborate the Catholic teaching, 


such as “The cup of blessing which 
we bless, is it not the communion 
of the blood of Christ; and the 
bread which we break is it not the 
communion of the body of Christ” 
(1 Cor. 10:16)? —

The author of “The Split” repre- 
sents that the adoration of the hast 
was introduced in the year 1226. 
He certainly does not know history. 
It was reserved in the very Cata- 
combs where the first Christians 
lived, as the many symbols, still 
existent in the Catacombs, indicate. 
The chief symbol for the Eucharist 
was a fish, because the Greek word 
for fish (Ichthus) is composed of 
the initial letters of the following 
words when translated into Eng- 
lish: “Jesus Christ, Son of God, 
the Savior.” It expressed the be- 
lief in Christ’s divinity as well as 
His presence in the Eucharistic 
Host. 

When the author tells us that in 
the year 1415 the “Cup” was de- 
nied to laymen by the Council of 
Constance he is telling only a half 
truth. That applied only to the 
western Church. In the eastern 
Church, in full communion with 
Rome, the people still receive un- 
der both forms. Since the Church 
believes that Christ is whole and 
entire under either form, because 
He is not a dead, but a living 
Christ, for which blood is as neces- 
sary as the body, the Council of 
Constance felt that receiving under 
either form would be receiving 
Christ whole and entire. 

St. Paul tells us that also, but 
the author of “The Split” does not 
quote him. He writes: “Therefore

Also, I did not wish 
to be a ‘death-bed Catholic.’ I 
am now sixty, and perhaps I can 
work in a small way to earn my 
right to be a son of that Church. 
My sins have been many, of course, 
for I have been surrounded in my 
profession as a newspaper man, 
editor, and author by worldly com- 
panions and touched by worldly 
things. But never once, notwith- 
standing my trespasses, have I 
wavered one instant in my belief 
in God, His Son or the Holy Spirit. 
That conviction of faith has al- 
ways been with me. And now I 
repent of all my _ transgressions, 
and would have my sins forgiven, 
and be ready to enter the here- 
after as a Catholic, purged of my 


sins and permitted atonement for 
them.”

‘ATL to Christ the King!” “Hail to the Conqueror!” “Long live the King of Kings, 
Christ the Lord!” From thousands of throats come forth today the martial and 
kingly notes of praise and loyalty to Christ, the Universal King. Martyrs have died pro- 
claiming with their last breath, “To Christ the King, all hail!’ Confessors have preached 
it from pulpits in every nation; thousands -of the faithful have bent their knees in humble 
supplication, in praise and thanksgiving, in profound adoration of Christ the King. 


From that day long ago when? 


the King of Kings was raised up- 
on the Cross down to the present 
time, devout Christians have paid 
honor to Christ as King. en 
Pilate put the direct question to 
Him, “Art Thou then a King?”

A Woman Started It 


Others had tried and failed; only 
a short time before had a similar 
petition been made, but Rome had 
deemed it inopportune. High 
Church‘ authorities flung the same 
objections to Martha, but it served 
only to strengthen her resolution. 
She would plead her cause before 
Christ’s own Vicar. 

Martha was a woman who had 
known years of prayer, penance, 
self-sacrifice, and resignation to 
the Will of. God. Several times 
had her dearest ambition in life, 


ibe been thwarted by ill- 
ness; but she saw God’s will and 
accepted, painful though this was 
to a soul that wished only to be 
united to Christ. Observing her 
vows as much as possible in the 
world, she continued to sacrifice 
herself for the poor, the sick, the 
unfortunate. These she served un- 
stintingly, seemingly disregarding 
her own poor health, and maintain- 
ing over herself the strictest vigil- 
ance in poverty, penance, mortifica- 
tion, and both mental and vocal 
prayer. 

After much prayerful medita- 
tion, Martha drew up the petition 
to be presented to the Pope. The 
Archbishop of Tours and her own 
Ordinary, Bishof’ Berthoin of Au- 
tun, approved and sanctioned it; 
the latter —— to present it 
himself to His oliness, Pope 
Benedict XV, when he went to

Rome for the canonization of Mar- 
aret Mary on May 138, 1920.

The supreme aim of the Cath- 
olic Youth Organization, like that 
of any organized group under the 
auspices of the Church, is the sanc- 
tification and salvation of souls.
